The granger element has insisted 


for years that corporations do not pay 
their proper share of taxation, not 
withstanding the Constitutional pro- 
vision which says, "The power to tax 
corporations and corporate property 
shall not be surrendered or suspended 
by any contract or grant to which the 
State shall be a party." In Pennsyl- 
Tanla the railroads and other corpora- 
tions pay only a five-mill tax to the 
State. They pay no county or local 
tax. Private citizens owning real es- 
ate pay anywhere from 10 to 20 
mills tax on the same. In West Vir- 
ginia, after a bitter fight of several 
years, the tax laws were revised so 
that the property of all public utilities 
Is taxed just the same as the property 
of the citizen. In Ohio county, which 
Includes the city of Wheeling, the 
valuation of such corporate property 
for 1907 was $8,466,592. Similar legli 
lation in New Jen,ey has just been 
affirmed as constitutional and blnd- 
tog. 


It has been suggested, also, that the 


franchises of public service corpora- 
tions should in equity pay taxes on 
the value of their franchises. 
It Is 


argued with much reason that these 
franchises are for the greater part 
secured at little or no cost at all to 
the owners, and that if they are so 
valuable, and if they pay dividends on 
such value, they should be assessed 
jnst the same as rei.l estate and other 
productive property. 


Whether the coming Legislature la 


inclined to continue its war on the co'r- 
porationB or not, it should give force 
and effect to the Constitutional man- 
date concerning taxation by enacting 
legislation compelling corporations to 
pay their proper sbiire of the burdens 
of government. 


And that government, so supported, 


should give them all proper considera- 
tion. Instead of enacting retaliatory 
and persecuting legislation, it should 
give them protection against public 
clamor and private assault, and insure 
them the Square De:il always, whether 
tile lawmakers ride on passes or'pay 
lot.
